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LABOR AND WAGES 


While th£re have been reductions in 


wages, they have been to a considerable 
extent localized in the east and New Eng- 
land. Some men employed in the central 
states have voluntarily accepted reduced 
wages in order to keep the factories go- 
ing. 
Some of these reductions have been 


in industries which were on war orders 
and which had elevated wages through 
the leeway given them by the govern- 
ment's cost-plus system of making con- 
tracts to a point which could not possibly 
hold. These wages had to come down, 
and wherever such industries elevated 
•wages beyond the ordinary level they are 
certain to come down- 


There were kindred lines of industry 


affected by the primary war industries, 
and in many of these wages also reached 
a plane which could not be sustained. 
However, we do not think there is a gen- 
eral desire on the part of capital to make 
any material reduction in wages. On the 
contrary wfe believe there is a desire to 
hold wages np to the highest possible 
point consistent with other costs and pric- 
es. There is a feeling among some labor 
organizations that employers are looking 
for excuses to force wages down, and 
•while this may be true in some instances. 
we do not believe it is typical of employ- 
ers in general. Most employers, we think, 
are seeking if possible to avoid redu.c- 
tions, and will only do so under the most 
urgent necessity and with the greatest re- 
luctance. 


It is possible for labor itself to have 


something to do with wage tendencies in 
the near future. Production must always 
stand as the basis upon which labor is 
paid. A man giving quality and quantity 
production in the highest degree will be 
paid more than the man giving production 
low in quality or quantity or both. Capi- 
tal seeks production at the minimum cost. 
Costs can be lowered to meet reduced pric- 
es by increased and better production. If 
the working men of the country will grasp 
ti4is fact and seek to give their employers 
100 per cent output it will have more to 
do than anything with stabilizing wages 
and keeping them at a high level. 


During the war there was in many in- 


dustries much letting down of effort and 
zeal. It has continued since the war to 
some extent. It possibly proceeded on the 
theory that the less labor is done the more 
of it there will be to do. It is, of course. 
• false theory, for if more labor has to be 
employed to do a certain amount of work 
and to secure a certain production, labor 
will in the end be paid less. The doctrine 
of less work for more pay does not lead to 
economic advancement by either labor or 
capital. There is only one possible way to 
keep wages at the desirable high level to 
•which they have as a whole risen and that 
is by increased production. Labor ran 
make itself worth high wages through out- 
put and now is the time to do it 


TOWNLBY IN KANSAS 


The state of Kansas is up in arms against 


the attempt of the Non-Partisan league to 
Townleyize that commonwealth. Beaten 
to a finish in his efforts to capture the 
gov- 


ernment of Minnesota in the elections last 
fall, and with North Dakota turning 
acrainst him in the face of financial chaos 
and bank failures, the originator of dis- 
guised socialism among the farmers looked 
for other fields. lie had Ms eye upon Wis- 
consin, where he received sympathetic co- 
operation by the radical politicians in the 
campaign, but the results of the election 
did not appear to convince him that Wis- 
consin was the. proper state to invade. 
Perhaps he had heard of the marshaling 
of forces by the American Society of Equi- 
ty to provide a warm reception for outside 
agitators and to openly fight the Non- 
Partisan league. At any rate he did not 
come. 


Kansas evidently appearing to be in the 


ripest condition for this humbuggery, Mr. 
Townley hied 'himself out to the land of 
corn and sunflowers. But he didn't know 
as much about Kansas as he thought he 
did. 
He discovered that Kansas had tak- 


en part in the World war and that it knew, 
the record of Townley and the Non-Par- 
tisan league during those critical times. 
He found there was Americanism in that 
part of the country—the kind of Ameri- 
canism that bad no use for half-loyalty 
and flirtations with disloyalty. 


The American Legion, which is strong 


in Kansas, took cognizance of Townley 
and his outfit. It served notice on him 
that his invasion of the state is unwelcome 
and that it would oppose him. Townley 
came ahead and now the war is on. We 
do not know how it will end, although we 
have our ideas, but if the farmers of Kan- 
sas can be buncoed into joining the 
Non- 


Partisan league and selling themselves 
over to socialism after the exhibition in 
North Dakota they need something more 
than Townley to look after them. 


The issue between the 
Non-Parfisan 


league and American government is clear- 
cut It might as well be fought out now 
as any time. The sooner the farmers of 
the Northwest are disillusioned about the 
policies and workings of this organ- 
ization the better off they and the 
country with them will be. 
However, 


we do not believe many more will be de- 
ceived. The rampage up in North Dakota 
has been a •wholesome object lesson. It 
has shown what the unsound theories of 
the Non-Partisan league when put into 
practice lead to. During the next few 
years we can look for a reaction against 
this socialistic experiment. In its place 
will spring up farmers' organizations 
founded on the true economic principle of 
cooperation and business efficiency as it 
relates to credit, marketing, costs, etc. 
This kind of organization will get the far- 
mers more in qn<» year than Townleyism 
can get fhem in twenty.

Q: Please tell me whether one can strain the eyes 


by reading fast, that is to say. hurriedly scanning 
a paragraph or page, instead of carefully reading 
each word. 
It is Immaterial, so Ions as the other conditions 


are right, whether you rc.id a single letter or a 
whole sentence or a paragraph at a glance. 


Q: Just what ia the best artificial light for read- 


ing and sewing? 
Kerosene, gas or electric lamps, so arranged that 


the light shall fall in sufficient quantity upon the 
page or piece in hand without falling upon 
the 


reader's or .worker's face. Let the light come over 
the shoulder, right or left as may be most conveni 
ent. and see to it that your face is mostly in shadow 
as you sit or stnnd at work. Tho source of light 
should be invisible as you sit or stand at work. It 
is a great mistake to resort to eyeshades to protect 
the eyes from glare rather than a proper arrange- 
ment of the source of light Eyeshades arc unhy 
gienlc in themselves, and of practically no value 
as a protection of the eyes. 
Q:^s there anything more than imagination to 


.warrant the notion that one's eyes may be injured 
j by the glare of many mirrors and other shiny things 


n a place where one spends eight hours a day? 


The effect of such glare may easily be injurious. 


Unnecessarily shiny surface, such as desks, wood- 
work and various fittings about a building, produce 
upon the face the same effect as would be produced 
sy innumerable glaring little lights suspended with- 
n the field of vision, except that the light reflected 
>y the shiny surface Is diminished more or less in 
ntensity. Eyestrain ts unconscious with most ol 
us/ yet nevertheless we have it. because not one 
n one hundred Individuals has perfectly formed 
eyea. One with an considerable degree of eyestrain 
may be made miserable by unnecessarily shiny sur 
faces. 
Q: Kindly Inform me whether there Is any virtue 


or any particular objection to lights shaded with 
greer. or red shades or shades of other pronounced 
colors. What is the particular reason for the popu 
larity of green shades orer desk lights and other 
lights? 


Green grass and green leaves make the lawns 


fields and forests restful to the eyes or at least th 
green tint of Nature smiling Is not painful to be 
hold. But the real catenation of the restfulness o 
Nature's green !s distance—of course it rests th< 
eyes to look off at distant objects (objects more than 
twenty feet away). 


Aside from this there is^o virtue in preen excep 


ia Imagination and as a .rule it would be better t< 
use a shade of'light or neutral tint—light If It dc* 
not come within the direct field of vision aa yo< 
work, dark or opaque If Its does. It is rarely nece? 
sary to have the shade of the light within you 
field of vision and always preferable not to. 


Hed shades are an abomination to the eyes an 


most wasteful of light. Red shades should be lef 
to the fir? alarm rlcnals and other danger litrhts. 


The sfc"-*? of a lamp should b« HcrM in color, f 


translucent (not transparent) as possible, ara no 
dark—that Is, ff the lijrht is intended as a light no 


mere decoration. It is merely a matter of taste 


f th* light is used as a decoration, but red is terribly 
common taste.

the eyes'* 


Only when the film fa so badly worn that it

The fallacy underlying all of these 


sentimentalities about the killing of 
he lower animals consists in tho 
allure to recognize the fact that man 
s a carniverous animal who lives by 
killing, and whose only alterrAtive is 
to be killed himself, directly or In- 
directly. It is our inevitable destiny, 
as the species of mammal which 
dominate the earth, to kill all other 
iving things in order to maintain that 
domination. And it is our duty as 
cix-ilized men to kill as cleanly and 
lainlessly as we can. But the senti- 
nentality which shrinks 
In 
horror 


from killing is a symptom of race 
degeneration. The sentimentalist who 
would abolish all killing, lives only by 
:he protection of those who are not 
so squeamish. 
If wo all 
became 


sentimentalists on the subject, 
the 


race would soon disappear off the face 
of the earth. At least it would if we 
stuck to our sentimentality. 
As a 


matter of fact, we would probably re 
vert to savagery and recover our lust 
for blood. 


, Is Trapping Necessary? . 
It may be objected that while kill- 


ing in general in undoubtedly neces- 
sary, the cruel form of killing repre- 
sented by the catching of animals in 
steel traps is not necessary. But as a 
matter of fact it remains necessary 
until some other equally effective and 
more humane way 
of killing theso 


creatures is discovered. And not pri- 
marily because we need

fur 


would reach an astounding abundance. 
It would be aa impossible to ratee 
chickens In an ordinary farming com- 
munity aa It la now to raise them tn a 
complete wilderness. Already the tax- 
tn* i payers of the nation, cooperating with 


those of a number of western states, 
are maintaining a little army of Gov- 
ernment trappers to keep down the 
coyotes, wolves and panthers in the 
West. When the private trappers go 
out of business, as they probably will. 
It wn be necessary to extend this 
army enormously. The foxes, skunks, 
raccoons and weasels would make life 
just as hard for the farmer in the' 
East as the larger beasts do in the 
West, wero they not kept down. 


How Trappers Work 


Perhaps the 
sentimentalists who 


campaign against trapping and wear- 
ing of fur can suggest some better 
way of killing these 
animals than 


.trapping. If so, they should come 
'forward. These creatures cannot be 
shot because they are nocturnal In 
habit Poison Is a less sure and often 
a more painful way of killing them 
than trapping. And the trapper makes 
his trapping as painless a business as 
possible because a frenzied animal Is 
apt to injure its own fur. Traps for 
aquatic animals, such as muskrat and 
beaver, are nearly always set attached 
to a sliding pole in such a way that 
the trapped animal Is dragged under 
water almost immediately. The trap- 
per goes to his traps as often as pos- 
sible because he knows some wild 
thing Is apt to find the quarry and 
devour it. He makes the business as 
quick and, painless as ho can, because 
it pays to do so. 


A good example of whaj happens 


when a fur-bearing animal, or any 
other creature, 
is 
completely pro- 


cither. The fur problem is rapidly be- 
ing solved by the raising of fur-bear- 
ing animals in 
captivity. Already 


ranch-raised fox and skunk furs are 
standard commodities, and a great va- 
rioty of other fur-bearing animals arc 
being -raised 
in small but 
growing 


numbers. The ranch-raised fur is bet- 
ter in quality than the wild" fur, and 
it Is bound to improve enormously as 
the methods of selective breeding are 
applied to these creatures. Consider 
what m-m ha? done with the dog. pro- 
ducing from one or two parent stocks 
a great varit-ty of creatures, varying 
in size, form, color and coat. There 
is no reason to doubt that some of the 
fur-bearers will be equally improved. 
The fur farmer will put the trapper 
out of business. 
The trapper will no 


more be able to compete with htm 
than a man with a shot gun could 


Twenty-Five Years Ago 


was nearing extinction, and so laws 
were passed protecting It for a num- 
ber of years. No doubt the laws were 
broken a good deal on the sly, but at 
any rate the beaver 
have increased

Now the beaver Is one of the most 


harmless and friendly creatures In the 
woods.

The state game 
wardens are kept busy signing special 
permits for trapping beaver where 
they have seriously Interfered with 
farming or made it impossible.
